DELIVERS TALK 


With approximately ' 1,200 stu- 


dents and faculty members crowd- 
ing Christ Chapel, Gettysburg Col- 
lege, oldest Lutheran College In 
America, was officially opened for 
the 123rd time this morning. The 
student body was addressed by Dr. 
Walter C. Langsam, president of 
the college. 


Rev. 
Edwerth 
Korte, 
college 


chaplain, conducted the opening 
service. Miss Lois Kadel, of Han- 
ever, new college organist, was 
in charge of the Chapel Choir. 


Doctor Langsam told the student 


body in his ad/iress this morning 
that the chief reason for going to 
college "is to acquire knowledge and 
to discover how to make our Chris- 
tian, convictions determine the use to 
which we put this knowledge." 


Need Wisdom 


The college president said in part, 


after welcoming the students and 
expressing; the hope that they had a 
"pleasant, relaxing and profitable 
summer": 


"Reason and worldly knowledge 


are needed to determine the means 
by which we reach an end or a goal; 
but the end itself is determined by 
our emotions or feelings or inner 
self. That Is why it is so important 
for the inner man to be aware of the 
primacy of spiritual values—so that 
the ends which he seeks may be in 
harmony with the will of God. 
Hence, only when we have the wis- 
dom which is knowledge mellowed 
by experience and faith, only then 
will we be ready to facfe not the one 
but the two worlds in which we live 
today. These two worlds are cen- 
tered, respectively, in Washington 
and Moscow. The origin of this 
dichotomy is interesting. It is im- 
portant to understand it if we are 
to face the future intelligently.

from 
Moscow, certain 


Soviet objectives have emerged since 
the Second World War.- The objec- 
tives in large measure are Russian

But what is the value -of the 
buildings and land—the only thing 
that can be assessed for purposes? 


The commissioners expect to meet 


two such problems in the future 
by going to the scene and deciding 
together with the owners. 


- Some Tough Questions 


Those two are a new plant being 


constructed to Conewago Twp. and 
a new radio station structure in 
that township.'They promised Ed- 
ward Sneeringer, assessor for the 
township, at the conclusion of hear- 
ings of appeals frdm Conewago this 
morning that they, together with 
Wiliam G. Weaver, the chief asses- 
sor, will meet Sneeringer and the 
owners of the buildings when the 
structures are completed to try 
to reach a fair assessment on the 
buildings and land. 


Some questions that will have to 


be disposed at that time, as out- 
lined by the commissioners in their 
discussion this morning were: Does 
the placing of a plant change the 
actual value of land that was un- 
usable as farm land before? Can 
a plant building be judged at the 
same rate as a dwelling, where the 
value of a house continues in- 
definitely if it is kept up, but a fac- 
tory can onl7 be used as such and 
each one is constructed suitable for 
one type of business only.

MARKS OF GOOD 
SCHOOL SYSTEM 
ARE OUTLINED 
BY DR, H, MARTIN 


Dr. Harold F. Martin, near Wil- 


liamsport, Pennsylvania educator, 
outlined some of the marks of a 
good school system at the 29th an- 
nual fall luncheon of the Woman's 
Club of Gettysburg Wednesday after- 
noon at the Hotel Gettysburg at 
which 50 members and guests were 
present. 


"The marks of a good school sys- 


tem," he said, "are based on a com- 
plete system 
from kindergarten 


throughout grade school and high 
school to answer the needs of chil- 
dren of all ages; a sufficient tax to 
support the system; adequate pupil 
population to justify improvements; 
a broad educational offering; quali- 
fied teachers; and well-equipped 
classrooms. 


"Pennsylvania has a reputation for 


extensive work done in the develop- 
ment of modern courses of study 
and cooperative programs," he ex- 
plained. "The state has a formula 
which puts money where it is needed 
and aims to allot more funds to the 
poor districts rather than to the 
rich sections. It has made great 
strides in the reorganization of 
school districts." 


"Overcome Lethargy" 


The speaker said thai; "425 mil- 


lion dollars have been appropriated 
for school construction in Pennsyl- 
vania. To date only 25 million has 
been used for this purpose, so "you 
see we haven't even reached the 
half-way mark. We must overcome

of State Dulles declared here today 
"an alternative must be found" to 
bring West Germany as an equal 
partner into the Western alliance. 


Arriving by plane for emergency 


consultations ifr Germany and Brit- 
ain, the American diplomatic chief 
was greeted by Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer. Adenauer arranged for 
almost Immediate private discus- 
sions with him in search of a sub- 
stitute for the dead European De- 
fense Community treaty. 


The talks with Dulles will be 


decisive for Germany's' fate, the 
78-year-old chancellor 
had told 


deputies before departing for the 
airport from a parliamentary de- 
bate. In the debate, Socialists were 
attacking his government for what 
they called its "system of secret 
decisions." 


Dulles made it clear in a state- 


ment at the airport that he was 
interested perhaps more in what 
Adenauer has to say than in any 
idea he may be bringing with him. 


Dulles commented, for example, 


that Adenauer's government "has 
consistently followed such enlight- 
ened policies that its views must 
now command great respect."

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EDEN STRIVES 
TO WIN FRANCE 


FOR NEW PACT 


PARIS (0— British Foreign Sec- 


retary Anthony Eden pressed his 
efforts further today to sell ap- 
prehenisve France on his plan for 
rearming Germany In the cause of 
Western defense. 


Eden's success or failure de- 


pended on his final talks this after- 
noon with Premier Pierre Mendes- 
France, whose lack of enthusiasm 
for the six-nation European De- 
fense C o m m u n i t y helped the 
French National Assembly scuttle 
that keystone of Western policy. 


In his search for a substitute 


for EDO, Eden has wen support 
for his'new plan from the leaders 
of the other five members of the 
ill-fated European Army plan— 
West Germany, Italy, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 


The British, who backed EDC 


but would not join it, propose to 
link a rearmed West Germany 
and Italy to the Brussels mutual 
defense pact signed in 1948 by 
Britain, France and the Benelux 
tr.io. 


Operate Under NATO 


The alliance presumably "would 


operate under the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, which has 
taken over the military phases of 
the Brussels pact. Unlike the one- 
uniform international army which 
EDC would have set up, each 
country would retain control of its 
own troops, but limits' would be 
placed on German rearmament.' 


The big hurdle was to get France 


to accept such an arrangement. 
Eden and Mendes-France spent six 
hours together yesterday discuss- 
ing the German rearmament issue 
without coming to any conclusion.

MANILA PACT 
"CAUTIOUS" ONE 


SAYS DULLES

WASHINGTON 
Wl—That 
the 


United States is living in a trou- 
bled period was Illustrated last 
night by Secretary of State Dulles 
who talked to the nation while 
flying to Europe. 


Before he boarded a plane for 


Germany to discuss European 
problems he recorded a television 
broadcast about Asian problems, 
which appeared on the nation's 
screens hours after he had de- 
parted. 


It was a cautious Dulles who 


explained the treaty he signed 
last week at Manila with seven 
other nations for the defense of 
Southeast Asia. 


The treaty itself is cautious. It 


doesn't pledge the United States 
ahead of time to get into war if 
th« Communists attack in Asia. 
That Is left up fo the President 
and Congress to decide if the time 
comes. 


No Handout Program 


Dulles was cautious even on the 


subject of helping Southeast Asia 
economically. The treaty signers 
agreed, as he explained, to "co- 
operate in the development of eco- 
nomic measures which will pro- 
mote economic and social well- 
being," 


Then, almost as if conscious of 


being watched questioningly by 
next year's Congress which will 
have to vote the money for South- 
east Asian "well-being," Dulles 
said: 


"The treaty recognizes the im- 


portance of economic welfare. But 
it does not commit the United 
States to any Tiandout' program." 


Its full meaning will have to be 


explained later. In fact, the whole 
meaning of the treaty will be un- 
derstood better later than now. 
Whether it ever becomes more 
than names on paper depends on 
the eight nations which signed it: 


The U n i t e d States, Britain. 


France, Australia, New Zealand, 
the Philippines, Pakistan and Thai- 
land.

Pa. (*—Po­ 
lice today adopted a "let’s wait 
and see" attitude toward the con­ 
fession of an Oklahoma convict as­ 
suming blame for the murder of a 
coed here 14 years ago.

Tuesday that a man they identified 
as Jack Ray. 31, had signed a 
statement confessing the murder of 
Rachel Taylor near the Penn State 
campus March 28. 1940. 
The 17-year-old student's nearly 
nude body was found about six 
miles from the school to which she 
was returning from an Easter va­ 
cation when she met her killer. 
"I don't say I disbelieve It. But 
with the same token I’m not saying 
I believe It until we have had a 
better chance to compare notes," 
said John R. Juba, State College 
police chief now and at the time 
of the murder.

3 FHA PROJECTS EASY ON BUDGET 
OF 38,384,666 


CHICAGO UP—The Senate Bank­ 
ing Committee today studied a re­ 
port that builders reaped windfalls 
totaling nearly 14 million dollars 
on 40 housing projects financed by 
government-insured loans. 
The new list of projects was sub­ 
mitted by Federal Housing Admin­ 
istrator Albert M. Cole Tuesday 
as the committee began three days 
of Chicago hearings on FHA opera- 
extra profits — represented the 
difference between actual construc­ 
tion costs and loans based on ex­ 
cessive FHA estimates. 
Among the projects listed by 
Cole were three in which he said 
a trio of New Yorkers had par­ 
layed a personal investment of $90 
into a profit of $735,434. 
$3 Million In $1$,009 
Another group of New Yorkers 
with an investment of $10,000 made 
a windfall of 3*2 million dollars, 
the adm inistrator said. 
The FHA official told the com­ 
mittee headed by Sen. Capehart 
<R-Ind> the new names supple­ 
mented a sim ilar list issued June 4. 
The three projects involved in 
the $90 investment, Cole said, were 
the Brookside Gardens, Inc., of 
Somerville, N .J.; the Hill Develop­ 
ment Co., which constructed Oak­ 
land Gardens at Bayside, N.Y., 
and the Springfield Development 
Co., also of Bayside. 
The FHA officer listed the in­ 
vestors as Benjamin and H arry 
Neialoss and Benjamin Braunstein, 
all of Jam aica, N.Y. The list dis­ 
closed that the three projects were 
to be built at a total cost of $8,384,- 
668. 
Government 
insured 
m ort­ 
gages on the projects totaled $9,- 
120, 100. 
Capehart asked Cole if the $90 
investment on the three projects 
was correct. 
"That’s what the investigation 
shows," replied Cole. 
Capehart commented: 
"Well, that’s the limit. That's the 
lowest Investment we have seen 
yet."

The buffet dinner has emerged as 
the most popular form of entertain­

Many apartment-dwellers set out 
food and appointments on the living 
room table—since there is no dining 
room—and let guests help them ­ 
selves. Since many such tables are 
of the long, narrow variety not 
adaptable to the average tablecloth, 
the clever homemaker will stitch up 
a gay, informal cloth in suitable 
measurements. 
Sanforized solid colored denim 
teamed with bright plaid denim as 
shown here is a good fabric selection 
for this type cloth. Trick it out with 
napkin holders that also serve as 
space savers when stitched to sides 
of tablecloth. 
Cloth Measurements 
This particular cloth will fit a table 
36” x 45” with graceful hangover on 
all sides. If your particular table 
has slightly different measurements, 
adjust sections of fabric accordingly. 
Incidentally, this same cloth will see 
double duty In warm weather when 
used for narrow outdoor dinner tab­ 
les. 
Local sewing center experts tell us 
that for this cloth you will need two 
yards of solid color denim 36" wide 
and 2 *4 yards of 35" plaid denim. 
Use mercerized sewing thread to 
match solid colored denim. Then 
proceed as follows: 
To cut solid denim: Cut two sec­ 
tions 15 by 72 inches, each on a sel­ 
vage. Cut one stri, 2 by 48 Inches, 
for napkin loops. To cut plaid den­ 
im: Cut one section 23 by 72 inches. 
Cut six 13-inch squares, for napkins. 
Napkin Loops 
Napkin loops are made by folding 
narrow strips In half lengthwise, 
wrong sides together. 
Turn raw 
edges in H inch; baste. Machine 
stitch along both edges. Cut into 
six 8-inch pieces 
Pin loops to plaid panel, spacing 
loops 18 inches apart, measuring 
from center of plaid. Three loops 
to each side of cloth. Pin solid sec­ 
tions over center panel, right sides 
together, selvage edges even with

CHICAGO IB—The Senate Bank- 


Ing Committee today studied a re- 
port that builders reaped windfalls 
totaling nearly 14 million dollars 
on 40 housing projects financed by 
government-insured loans. 


The new list of projects was sub- 


mitted by Federal Housing Admin- 
istrator Albert M. Cole Tuesday 
as the committee began three days 
of Chicago bearings on FHA opera- 
extra profits — represented the 
difference between actual construc- 
tion costs and loans based on ex- 
cessive FHA estimates. 


Among the projects listed by 


Cole were three in which he said 
a trio of New Yorkers had par- 
layed a personal investment of $90 
into a profit of $735,434. 


$3 Million In $10,000 


Another group of New Yorkers 


with an investment of $10,000 made 
a windfall of ZV2 million dollars, 
the administrator said. 


(Tbe FHA official told the com- 


mittee headed by Sen. Capehart 
(R-Ind) the new names supple- 
mented a similar list issued June 4. 


The three projects involved in 


the $90 investment, Cole said, were 
the Brookside Gardens, Inc., of 
Somerville, N.J.; the Hill Develop- 
ment Co., which constructed Oak- 
land Gardens at Bayside, N.Y., 
and the Springfield Development 
Co., 
also of Bayside. 


The FHA officer listed the in. 


vestors as Benjamin and Harry 
Neisloss and Benjamin Braunstein, 
all of Jamaica, N.Y. The list dis- 
closed that the three projects were 
to be built at a total cost of $8.384,- 
666. 
Government insured mort- 


gages on the projects totaled $9,- 
120,100. 


Capehart asked Cole if the $90 


investment on the three projects 
was correct.

shows," replied Cole. 


Capehart commented:

GAY TABLECLOTH 
EASY ON BUDGET

The buffet dinner has emerged as 


the moat popular form of entertain-

Many apartment-dwellers set out 


food and appointments on the living 
room table—since there is no dining 
room—and let guests help them- 
selves. Since many such tables are 
of the long, narrow variety not 
adaptable to the average tablecloth, 
the clever homemaker will stitch up 
a gay, informal cloth in suitable 
measurements. 


Sanforized solid colored denim 


teamed with bright plaid denim as 
shown here Is a good fabric selection 
for this type cloth. Trick it out with 
napkin holders that also serve as 
space savers when stitched to sides 
of tablecloth.

Cloth Measurements 


This particular cloth will fit a table 


36" x 45" with graceful hangover on 
all sides. If your particular table 
has slightly different measurements, 
adjust sections of fabric accordingly. 
Incidentally, this same cloth will see 
double duty in warm weather when 
used for narrow outdoor dinner tab- 
les. 


Local sewing center experts tell us 


that for this cloth you will need two 
yards of solid color denim 36" wide 
and 2% yards of 35" plaid denim. 
Use mercerized sewing thread to 
match solid colored denim. Then 
proceed as follows: 


To cut solid denim: Cut two sec- 


tions 15 by 72 inches, each on a sel- 
vage. Cut one strit 2 by 48 inches, 
for napkin loops. To cut plaid den- 
im: Cut one section 23 by 72 inches. 
Cut six 13-inch squares, for napkins. 


Napkin Loops 


Napkin loops are made by folding 


narrow strips in half lengthwise, 
wrong sides together. 
Turn raw 


edges in % inch; baste. Machine 
stitch along both edges. Cut into 
six 8-inch pieces. 


Pin loops to plaid panel, spacing 


loops 18 inches apart, measuring 
from center of plaid. Three loops 
ip each side of cloth. Pin solid sec- 
tions over center panel, right sides 
together, selvage edges even with

NIXON WARNS 
REPUBLICANS OF 
PARTY DISUNITY 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (B—Vice Pres­ 
ident Richard M. Nixon last night 
urged Republicans to knuckle down 
to the business of winning elections 
and warned them of the dangers 
of party disunity. 
Nixon declared: 
“If you were for Eisenhower In 
1952 . . . you have no choice but 
to vote for Republican candidates 
for the House and Senate in 1954.” 
“One of our major dangers is 
disunity in the Republican organi­ 
zation The Maine organization was 
fighting amongst them selves,” he 
said. 
A Democratic governor recently 
was elected in Maine, the first 
time in 20 years, but Republicans 
won the state’s senatorial and con­ 
gressional seats. 
May Torpedo Program 
The party must work hard, said 
Nixon, because if too many Demo­ 
crats get in Congress they will 
•‘torpedo” President Eisenhower’s 
program in mid-term. 
Nixon said Eisenhower opponents 
in the 84th Congress would be look­ 
ing closer at the 1956 presidential 
election than towards helping the 
GOP administration enact its pro­ 
gram.

Adlal Stevenson last night called 
for an "agonizing reappraisal" In 
the hearts of Republican politicians 
"who 
for so long nourished us on 


myths and McCarthyism." 


"One of the myths and distor- 


tions that has been carefully cul- 
tivated for a long time is that 
the Democratic party is anti-busi- 
ness," he told a Democratic cam- 
paign dinner. 


The 1952 presidential candidate 


said the Republican "hatchet men 
will conduct the smear attacks on 
the flanks" while P r e s i d e n t 
Eisenhower delivers "little ser- 
monettes." 


Points To Maine 


But he said the election this 


week of a Democratic governor in 
Maine for the first time In 20 years 
confirms that "our people are tired 
of this unending diet of equal 
portions of niceness, nonsense and 
nastmess.'" 


His reference to "an agonizing 


reappraisal" was a take-off on a 
similar phrase used by Secretary 
of State Dulles several months ago 
regarding foreign policy and Indo- 
china. He said: 


"The 'agonizing reappraisal' for 


which Mr. Dulles called should be- 
gin first of all in the hearts of 
the Republican politicians who for 
so long nave nourished 
us on 


myths and McCarthyism for politi- 
cal profit." 


Stevenson made no further di- 


rect reference to Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wls). 


Stevenson devoted a substantial 


part of his address to business and 
how he said it prospered under 
Democratic presidents. 


"For every three busir^ss enter- 


prises existing in this country when 
the Democrats took office in 1933, 
there were four by 1953," he said. 
"The rate of business 
failures 


during the so-called Golden 20s was 
20,000 a year. But that figure 
dropped to only 6,000 a, year even 
during the hard post-World War H 
period of adjustment from war to 
peace to defense mobilization.

Since the majority of Adams 


County winter grain acreage will 
be seeded down next spiing to hay 
and pasture mixtures it should re- 
ceive adequate plant nutrients this 
fall. Research conducted at the 
Pennsylvania State University has 
shown the following system to be 
most profitable for fertilizing fall- 
sown small grains which are seeded 
down to grasses and legumes. 


Drill deeply across the prepared 


seedbed three hundred pounds of 
0-20-20 fertilizer or its equivalent. 
When drilling the small grain, drill 
an additional three hundred pounds 
per acre of 4-12-12 or 6-10-10 
fertilizer. The preplanting applica- 
tion of 0-20-20 is applied to help 
establish a good new seeding next 
spring and to enable the soil to 
provide enough plant nutrients for 
the first hay or pasture production 
year. 


Tests have shown that 0-20-20 


fertilizer applied at time of sowing 
the small grain has produced better 
yields of hay and pasture than ap- 
plying the 0-20-20 immediately after 
the small grata has bsen removed. 


If the fall-sown grain is not seeded 


down, three hundred pounds per 
acre of 4-12-12 or 5-10-10 has gen- 
erally produced good yields of grain 
on coils of fair to good fertility. 
However, on poor soils five hundred 
pounds per acre should be used for 
best results. 


Fly Expected This Fall

Hessian fly, on occasion, has 


caused losses of over three million 
dollars in Pennsylvania. The pres- 
ence of one flaxseed per stem causes 
almost ten per cent reduction in 
wheat and. in years of severe in- 
festation, fields have been found 
averaging over five flaxseeds per 
stem. 


Planting after the fly-free date 


will, in most seasons, practically 
eliminate Hessian fly attack. 


The fly-free date for Adams Coun- 


ty is October 1, and pertains only 
to winter wheat. Barley and oats 
should be seeded as soon as possible. 


Rate Of Seeding Scaall Grains 
When winter bartey and winter 


wheat are fo'loved in the rotation 
by another small grain crop, a seed- 
ing rate of one and a half to two 
bushels per acre is recommended. 
However, vhere either winter barley 
or winter wheat are seeded as a 
companion crop for seeding hay 
mixtures, the Perm State Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station and Ex- 
tension Service recommend a seed- 
ing rate of five to six pecks per acre. 
It is advisable to take some reduc- 
tion in yield in order to give Lhe 
new hay 
? a better start.
